THOTHMES WAS A LIVELY KING 


From the Chicago Inter Ocean. 

Some very interesting things are being 
found in the tomb of King Thothmes IV, 
who departed this life something like four 
thousand years ago, leaving & large circle 
df friends and admirers In Thebes to 
mourn his untimely loss. 

It was the custom during the eighteenth 
dynasty to construct the tomb of a King 
large enough to accommodate not only his 
body but most of his household and stable 
furniture, his art treasures, kitchen uten- 
sils, pantry supplies, articles of virtu and 
miscellaneous bric-a-brac. 

Thus in King Thothmes’ tomb were 
found a splendid chariot, the remains of 
a library, pictures, and other articles of 
thts nature, while the floor was strewn with 
mummified wins of beef, legs of mutton and 
trussed ducks and geese. 

So far the archeologists have falled to 
excavate any hamburg steak, pickled 
tripe, or sausege meat, but there fs reason 
to believe that, eas the investigation 
proceeds, these, as well as spring chicken 
and sugar-cured hams, will be brought to 
light.

It was certainly a relief at the Century 
last night to get away from indifferent 
Sha re to“well-done and intensely in- 
teresting cofnedy-drama. 

White there mey be those who can pick 
flaws in last night's play, 1 will venture 
the assertion that it has beem seldom that 
a better pleased audience Mhs left the Cen- 
tury than last night. ‘ 

The play was “A Bold Sojer Boy,” and 
Andrew Mack was the boy. Whether he 
was bold or not was a difficult matter to 
tell, for there were continually two sides 
to every proposition that confronted him. 
He always has some one else to consider. 
Yet for the most part he did what any 
brave man would have done and made dis- 
cretion the better part of valor. 

But any one who could make such a 
friend of the children must have been 
brave; so we will let it go at that. 

There may be those who would consider 
“A Brave Sojer Boy” more of a melo- 
drama.than a comedy. and with consider- 
able reason. It must be admitted that the 
close of the second act, which was ‘played 
with only the side lights and to a little 
shiver music, was decidedly that way. But 
it is the right kind of melodrama, and 
when the “Sojer Boy” let go his good right 
fist and knocked the uniformed villain to 
the floor, the’ audience simply went wild. 
It shouted and cheered for about five min- 
utes, and, after having the entire com- 
pany out, insisted upon a speech from Mr. 
Mack. What more of an indorsement does 
any one want? 

While the comedy didn’t arouse quite as 
much enthusiasm as all this, it was ex- 
cellent. I don't know when I have seen 
a better bit than thee little love scene be- 
tween the precocious little girl and the 
dashing young lHMeutenant. Little Vivian 
Martin was the girl and she is entitled to a 
whole lot of praise.

BUFFAIA, N. Y., March 2.—‘If the 
facts that have been learned in the last two 
weeks had been known two days after the 
Burdick murder, Arthur R. Pennell would 
never have had the opportunity to go for 
that fatal automobile ride.
